The Reverend Dr Finiey at Glafgow next defended the Prefytery, 

as Dr Corile had dune, ang kept chiefly upon the ground of jaw, for 
fear af taking up too much time; but intimated, that if it ere thought 
néceilary, he copld go inte*the tact, by ttating the particulars of the 
precognitions which» wei,hed with him and the majority of the, Pref- 
byteryy and deterniined them to be ot opinion, that it was proper the 
libi) ghould be admitied to proof. , 
"Phe Reverend Mr Jin at Kirkintulloch, faid, he did not propofe 
to. criter at large into the merits of the caufe. He only withed to do a 
picee of jufticc to Mr Aw lerfon, Among other calumnies railed againtt 
that much injured geaticman, it had been alfcdged, that Helen dimp- 
fon had privately come and made a confeffion of her guilt with Mr 
Anderion to him (Mr Dunn). He theréfore thought it incumbent 
on him to declate publicly, in the face of the Affembly, that he ne- 
vér fpoke with Helen Simpion in his life, except when he was fitting 
as Moderator of the Prefbytery of Ghafgow, when fe to'ennily denied 
her ever being guilty with Mr Anderfoo. :
